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Development Committee strives for dramatic change 


With the three-point charge by Sierra Madre 
City Council, 14 of the 16 members of the new 
Economic Development Committee met Monday 
evening, the first meeting in what should take 
place in about a six-month period. 

Objectives are as follows: Recruitment of new 
business, business retention and expansion and 
identifying new revenue sources. 

Bob Oden was appointed chairman by Mayor 
Gary Adams and at the end of the meeting, 
Oden asked members to “jot down for avail¬ 
ability” the problems they “see, encounter, perceive 
and might exist, then we’ll categorize them,” using 
City Councilwoman MaryAnn MacGillivray’s “blue 
sky” theory that this town sees as possible. 

He suggested that the committee break out into 
sub-committees. “We don’t need a two-hour 
discussion each month,” he said. The group 
will meet the second Monday of each month at 
6 p.m. with Jan. 11 the next meeting. 

Committee members include Oden, Matt Agle, 
John Davis, James Engle, Roy Buchan, David May, 
Charles Tinker, William Wickings, Eugene Malone, 
Don Murphy, Helen Elliott, Susan Taylor Colby, 
Gilbert Lucero, William Sullivan, Jr., Frank Van 
Dongen, Judy Webb-Martin. Staff Liaison are 
James McRea, City Administrator, and Sean Joyce, 
assistant to McRea. Council members are also 
involved in the meeting. 

“We need a more aggressive role to get more 
businesses in Sierra Madre and we must limit 
(the number) of service (businesses),” former Mayor 
Roy Buchan said.

Frank Van Dongen, owner of Harlequin Gal¬ 
lery, cited landlord problems as one of the major 
problems. 

City Councilwoman MacGillivray said, “But 
this is practical and short term. We also need to 
‘blue sky’ for the long term...The point of this 
committee is the visionary approach...We need to 
significantly raise revenue without trying to beat up 
the downtown merchants. We need to bring people 
to town without mucking up the community and 
find ways to establish programs to bring in rev¬ 
enues annually.” 

Mayor Adams told the group not to look at a 
time line. “Let’s get the work done. The City 
Council is talking about ways to raise revenue...) 
think we should look at ways to recruit and retain 
businesses and to find options to raise money...We 
should look to expanding rather than how to scale 
back government.” 

Van Dongen said he looks to the Montecito 
area for the future and noted his concern that some 
of the places open to rent will be “taken over by 
non-retail people.” 

Don Murphy, president of Main Street cham¬ 
ber, urged the committee to come up with a 
marketing plan to bring in retail and Buchan 
pounded home his point, “We need an aggressive 
program now. If we drop the ball now we’ll 
get more service (businesses).” 

Judy Webb-Martin urged the group to look at 
“the big picture” and said, “A year from now I’d 
like to have something going (for a plan for the 
future).” 

Oden charged the group, “What’s causing 
businesses not to exceed? Is it landlord attitude? 
We need proposals to solve the problems of the city. 
We need an active marketing program to bring in 
retail. Yes, lots of development and marketing 
has to be done. We need to develop a work 
plan.” 

Gene Malone suggested talking recruitment 
and creating “a more diverse base.” 

City Administrator McRea suggested getting a 
“hook” for the town. Santa Monica decided to feed 
people. They now have many r4estaurants. Our 
city doesn’t want a Wal-Mart...The business district 
survives by sales tax, streetscape and pedestrian 
traffic.” 

Adams told the group, “Revenue will come if 
we protect the city. We hope to discuss all of this 
with an eye toward maintaining this community 
and enhance the revenue base.” 

Webb-Martin said she felt it would assist the 
committee to know of special ideas from other 
com.munities. “We need to know where to go, find 
people, make it a benefit to them to come here. 
What is it that we want (here)?”

The group showed enthusiasm when Murphy 
urged developing the arts in Sierra Madre. “The 
town is artistic...The niche should be a mix between 
artistic (endeavors)...encourage more of that. It’s 
a town of small shops.” 

Susan Taylor Colby agreed and added, “Sierra 
Madre will face change whether we go along or not. 
In the arts area there are so many benefits. We 
need to attract new business and retain business.” 

After the first of the year, Colby plans to close 
her shop. At The Beach, and start a home mail order 
business. 

She said, “What do we have to attract new bus¬ 
iness?...How do we draw more i^eople to town?” 

Murphy noted, “We need a .strong selling pro¬ 
gram. It’s (Sierra Madre) bn the way 'o nowhere... 
There is nothing in place right now to sell.” 


Oden requested that the city staff make an 
inventory of Sierra Madre businesses. 

Charles Tinker of Tinker and Tinker, a CPA 
firm, stated, “We have 58 retail stores and 331 
sales tax permits. Our sales equal over $11 mil¬ 
lion. That comes down to $190,000 per retail 
store. If you keep 10 percent of that, it’s only 
$19,000 per business.” 

Van Dongen observed, “We have no trouble 
pulling customers to our city...Let’s fill up our 
stores.” 

David May said, “1 feel we must have city 
support.” 

The group meets Jan. 11 and at that point will 
organize into subcommittees.

The first Christmas away from home

December 1922. Two weeks before Christ¬ 
mas the Indian Service moved from the small 
quarters at Fort Hall to the town of Blackfoot, 
perhaps 12 miles north up Highway 91. 1 had 
already seen Blackfoot the previous Saturday 
night, and although it was a wide open western 
town of 4500, 1 was surprised at the holiday spirit. 
Stores were wide open and brightly lit. Several 
meat markets had big displays of dressed poul¬ 
try and even suckling pigs resting on beds of hol¬ 
ly- 

In Dustin’s Drug Store, candy and perfume 
vied with other gifts, all surrounding a huge fir 
tree decorated from top to bottom. The narrow 
streets were crowded, and Indians from the res¬ 
ervation, wearing gaudy blankets and paint on 
their faces, stared silently at the white man’s 
strange festivities. 

All this affected me because it was new and 
strange. 1 was a stranger in a strange land, far 
from home on my first Christmas away from 
home. 1 was lonely, with no close friends. For 
me there would be no family gathering around 
that familiar tree, no excitement as 1 had always 
known it. And there would be no roast goose 
dinner with Mama, beaming down, prepared to 
carve the traditional treat. My emotions, as I 
walked around town, were varied, but most of 
the time, sad. 

However, I was the recipient of some good 
luck the very next day. I found a place to stay 
with a wonderful Mormon family, Mr. and Mrs. 
Joe Wigand. They took me in and treated me 
as their own. It was a Godsend for me, and per¬ 
haps 1 did something in return. Their only son 
was on a mission for the church, and he was away 
on what was his first absence on a Christmas 


holiday. I had worried some about Christmas 
dinner as the restaurants were uniformly bad, 
except one. Later on, 1 found it to be first class. 
My worries were needless. The Wigands said 
they fully expected me to have dinner with them. 
That in itself was quite a Christmas gift. 

It was a cold, snowy, dark day, but the 
decorations, the hospitality, the geniune friend¬ 
ship, chased the gloom outside. If there is such 
a thing as a living “Christmas Spirit,’’ most as¬ 
suredly it was in that home that day. 

Mrs. Wigand served up the dinner, an enor¬ 
mous turkey with all the trimmings: a mountain 
of dressing, likewise mashed potatoes, gravy, 
cranberries, pickles, homemade bread and a lot 
of things I can’t remember. 

Topping it off was the biggest pie I had ever 
seen, resembling pumpkin but a deep reddish- 
orange in color. One bite convinced me that 1 
was eating something new, different and delicious. 
Mrs. Wigand smiled and said, “Harry, do you 
know what you are eating?” 1 had to say no. 
She said, “It is carrot pie. I prepare them the 
same as pumpkin, but use much more spice.” 

Between bites, Mr. Wigand winked and 
said, “Up here we call carrots ‘Mormon bana¬ 
nas’.” 

The meal came to an end, and so did a won¬ 
derful day. I have never forgotten those great 
people. They did more for me than they ever 
realized. The holidays passed, with no tree or 
gifts as 1 had always known. But a delayed Christ¬ 
mas gift, my greatest ever, arrived a few days 
later. 

By pure accident 1 met the girl who was to 
change my life forever. This year we will have 
our 67th Christmas together, and what greater 
gift can Christmas give?

By the time you read this, the new year 
will be snorting at the door.

It, like the Roman numeral, 
will not be found in this bouillabaisse we call 
the “American Dream.” For one thing, our 
nation is made up of millions of people who 
are all seeking their version of “The Good 
Life.” On a whole, these people are not 
altogether honest or dishonest, nor are they 
necessarily evil or saintly. And as you might 
expect, one man’s dream...ta da ta da ta da. 


What "IS ■ common about them is the tendency 
to experience fear and sadness, and they are 
doing this in great numbers. This fear and 
sadness comes in many forms...some fear the 
future...some fear death....some fear the here 
and now. 

What’s gone wrong? I’m sure you have 
your own ideas about it. Unfortunately, if 
you’ve read this far, you are going to hear 
mine. H.G. Wells, in 1920, said, “Human 
history becomes more and more a race be¬ 
tween education and catastrophe.” The seeds 
of my thoughts lie in that statement. 

It’s really quite basic in concept. As our 
young people go through the educational 
system, they are trained to learn the basics... 
math, science, maybe a language...and when 
they reach college or university level, they are 
fine-tuned to become engineers, lawyers, teach¬ 
ers or CPAs. Where, in that long-term 
indoctrination, do we teach them about living 
“meaningful lives.” Sure, you can find a 
semblence of value-oriented courses in phil¬ 
osophy and psychology, but when a student 
reaches this level, he or she has already 
been indoctrinated to the values of a capital¬ 
istic swim-or-sink mentality. Wells may have 
envisioned this. Until we recogijize that our 
educational system “is” the template for our 
future survival, and until we demand that 
our antiquated approach to education be 
scrapped, we will continue to perpetuate the 
“race” that Wells described. I can assure you, 
it’s a race we don’t want to lose.

Flanning Commission studies Martin property

Planning Commissioners at their study session 
Thursday evening discussed the .Martin property 
which includes four lots at the top of Chantry Flat 
Road. That same evening, they held a public hearing 
concerning the Suman property on Sturtevant. 

Whilma Holcombe, chair, requested that com¬ 
missioners ask questions about the Martin property 
because the attorney, .Mark Steres, and Rick Shrods, 
an engineer with Civiltech, were present. 

Commissioner Ross Tyree voiced concern about 
the truck loading of dirt and possible road damage 
since for the proposed lot No. 4 will necessitate the 
cut of 2l,fXX) cubic yards of dirt. He also indicated 
his concern about the location of the gate at Chantry 
Flat since the homes would be built above that gate. 
With the closing of the gate between 10 a.m. and 6 
p.m., how would homeowners have proper keys to 


get to and from their homes? Tyree said he felt Lot 
4 was “most objectionable.” 

Gurdon .Miller, comissioner, felt that the develop¬ 
ment didn’t maintain conformity with the Hillside 
Ordinance. He said he was concerned about the 
prominent ridge on Lot 4, since he felt it was against 
the Hillside Ordinance. He questioned the placement 
of the reservoir of the project and also questioned 
how it would blend in with the surrounding area. 

Commissioner George Salisbury listed his con¬ 
cerns: the cut and fill request is a substantial devia¬ 
tion from what was allowed by the Hillside Ordinance; 
if they follow mitigation measures of the EIR, less 
cutting into the ridge could be accomplished. 

Salisbury also noted his concern about the 
“maybe yes” and “maybes” on the Environmental 
checklist and said he was bothered by the removal 


of 75 percent ol the trees of the site. 

Commissioner Eloi.se Parker believes that the cuts 
to the ridge should be made to the north and homes 
should be placed behind the ridge so as not to impact 
them. She questioned drainage problems to the 
neighbors. 

Commissioner Ross Tyree said that he believes 
the Hillside Ordinance’s allowed 2000 cubic yards to 
be moved is “actually inadequate.” He said that not 
a decent development could be done with those rules. 
He believes that a split level design could be accom¬ 
plished excluding the need for so much cut and fill 
He pointed out that some of the dirt trucked in 
would come from the property across the street. 

Rick Shrods with Civiltech, engineers for the pro¬ 
ject, stated it was their intent to stay where the 
Chantry Flat Gate is but to upgrade it with a possible 


key card. 

There was much discussion that evening about 
the ridgeline and City Administrator Jim McRea 
stated that the cliffside on Chantry would not be 
allowed in today’s standards. He said that if it isn’t 
graded as much it wouldn’t be safe. 

At that, Salisbury noted that there are landslides 
all the time on Chantry Flat Road. 

Engineer Shrods said, “That’s why proper grad¬ 
ing techniques are important.” He said that develop¬ 
ing the area would be safer for the neighbors, that 
there would be no dirt slides. 

Miller asked if moving the lot lines would main¬ 
tain the ridge. 

Shrods answered, “We would be required to use 
the retaining wall and require more fill.”

(including rhinestones and faux pearls), 
sequins, tear drops, metallic prints, or 
leather and suede.

The major problems with sequins is 
fading or lack of colorfastness. Many se¬ 
quins are also subject to peeling, corro¬ 
sion, curling, color loss, and some even 
dissolve in drycleaning solvent. 

Polystyrene beads dissolve in some 
drycleaning solvents. Imitation pearl 
beads also can cause problems. Appli¬ 
ques made of leather, suede or snakeskin 
often contain solvent-soluble dyes that 
will disapper during drycleaning, causing 
color loss and/or transfer of dye. 

Care and Cleaning 

It’s best to act before problems begin. 
Study the care label before you buy the 
Item. Ask about the retailer’s return policy. 
If there’s any doubt about drycleaning, ask 
an IFI member drycleaner to pre-test a 
small area. If a problem occurs, the gar¬ 
ment should be returned to the retailer.

Attorney Mark Steres said that shifting Lot 4 
would not save the ridgeline but would reduce the 
impact of the view and Shrods said, “Look at how 
to accomplish this.” 

There was more discussion about the debris basin 
and commissioners were told that the catch basin 
would be designed to accommodate all the debris. 

There was a public hearing on this matter on 
Dec. 17. Concerning the Suman property public hear¬ 
ing, the dormers were approved as necessary to meet 
the requirements of the Uniform Building Code when 
it comes to light and ventilation on the floor. 
Another story carries this information. 

Matt Agle, on behalf of the Suman Trust, 
showed a rendering of how the house on Sturte- 
vant would look when it was finished. 

Robert Evans, who lives in the area, said he did 
not believe the rendering was to proper scale, that the

perspective was wrong. The picture shows attic 
vents on the third floor, making it inhabitable. 

Gordon Miller, another resident nearby, said 
that the plans at the County Accessor’s office show 
6006 square feet in the home while Agle at the last 
meeting had indicated that 6500 square feet would be 
built. Agle replied that the extra feet are for a garage 
on the site. 

Virginia Bayne, another neighbor, said that the 
third story is in clear view from her bedroom, very 
different from the prior roof line. Agle responded 
that the four elevations are to scale, however, they 
are the rendering of an artist. They are accurate to 
his knowledge. 

Agle said that permits were taken out from 1918 
to 1940 and “none speaks to the habitability of the 
attic.” Since 1940, it has been used as habitable 
space. They had tried to blend in windows and 
dormers. 


Chair Holcome asked if there were heating and 
cooling on the third floor and Agle replied that, al¬ 
though there was no heat or air on that top floor, 
doors had been placed for ventilation. 

Salisbury asked if the dormers could be modi¬ 
fied to make them less obstrusive and the answer was 
no, since it must be on a bearing wall. 

There are no other bearing walls for placement. 

After closure of the public hearing. Commission¬ 
er Miller said that he had worked on county assessor’s 
records and that they were “up to 20 percent accurate.” 

Commissioner Jim Hester said he “admires the 
house” and believes that the privacy issue is solved 
by placement of windows. He said there is no great 
invasion of privacy, no large diversity of how the 
house looks. 

Miller said he appreciates maintaining the Crafts¬ 
man style home. “It is better than anything else that 
might be built there if it is torn down.”

Arcadia Red Cross stresses 
earthquake preparedness 


Repeated aftershocks 
of the June 28 Landers 
and Big Bear 
earthquakes are constant 
reminders that Southern 
California is 

“earthquake country.” 

To help area residents 
become more prepared 
should a major 
earthquake occur in the 
San Gabriel Valley, the 
Arcadia Chapter of the 
American Red Cross 
sponsors monthly 
seminars and sells 
earthquake preparedness 
kits. 

While informing 
residents on how to 
prepare for the “big 
one” is one of the Red 
Cross’s major responsi¬ 
bilities, it’s an “up hill 
fight,” said Jim Parker, 
executive director of the 
local chapter. He said 
that on the day after a 
big ’quake the chapter 
receives numerous phone 
calls, but a “day later, 
no calls.” 

Every month on the 
fourth Saturday from 9- 
10:30 a.m., the Arcadia 
Red Cross presents 
“Living on the Fault 
Line,” a video/slide 
presentation which 
includes actual footage 
of the 1964 Alaskas 
earthquake. Then on the 
forth Thursday of each 
month from 6:30-9:30 


p.m., “Introduction to 
Disaster” addresses what 
to do when an 
earthquake hits. 

People need to prepare 
their homes and 
businesses and 
understand what to do if 
they are away from 
home at the time of a 
major earthquake, 
according to Parker, 
w ho said that lessons can 
be learned from other 
’quakes, such as the 1983 
Coalinga and the ’71 
Sylmar earthquakes. He 
added that ignorance is 
the largest problem in 
minimizing the impact of 
a big earthquake. 

In order to prepare 
one’s home, the Red 
Cross suggests that 
heavier items be placed 
on lower shelves, hot 
water heaters be 
anchored, top heavy 
furniture be secured to 
walls and cupboards 
should have child-proof 
latches. People should 
stock flashlights with 
fresh batteries and fire 
e.xtingishers as well as 
water and food (don’t 
forget food for pets and 
know where and how to 
use the extingisher) and 
first aid supplies. 

Because viaducts that 
bring water to the 
southland are built on 
major faults, there is a 
good chance that water 
supply will be affected.

Southworth, who was 
not in school last week, 
is expected to return to 
the classroom after the 
holiday break.
